Control of Federal 
Appointments. 


Members of Congress go to 'W ash 


ington under a mortgage of all the 
Federal appointments in their dis- 
tricts to men whom thev know to be 
incompetent or personally dishonest, 
to n>en whose sole recommendation 
is that they can pack nominating 
conventions, intimidate opposition, 
stuff ballot boxes, forge election re- 
turns, and generallv make elections 
utterly corrupt 
It is a striking 


illustration of this system that of all 
the Federal revenue officers m the 
State of Illinois appointed by the 
Senators aud Representatives in 
Congress, more than half of them 
are now under com icticn of official 
crime, or under indictment, or are 
fugitives in foreign countries, or 
hare been dismissed for unfitness 
These members of Congress when 
elected take their pledges to Wash- 
ington and submit them to the 
President, and demand that he re- 
deem them, and threaten him that if 
he dare to nominate nnj other per- 
sons, they will appeal to the Senate 
and have the nomination rejected' 
Tha President has no alternative but 
to submit. The Senate stands com- 
bined in sokd phalanx for the pres- 
ervation of the common usurpation

The " h«H time " system followed 


in some of our primary schools is a 
misnomer; the plan ia one whioh ac- 
commodates two schools at the same 
time, withont extra buildings or 
teachers. 
About one year ago Su- 


perintendent Campbell suggested 
this plan to the Board of Education, 
and at the present time there are 
some eight or ten classes under the 
new system. 
Educators have been 


almost unanimous in the opinion 
that children in the primary classes 
should not be kept at school more 
than three hours per day. 
It 


has been 
the custom to hare 


part of t*>eir time taken from the 
forenoon and part of it 
from 


the afternoon 
Under this plan 


suggested by our Superintendent, 
the whole tirap of a set of classes is 
taken up in the forenoon and in the 
afternoon another set of classes ro- 
reives the attention of the teachers. 
The amount of care and attention 
bestowed upon each child is as great 
as ever. 


The saving in money is very great 


Withont such an arrangement it is 
difficnlt to see how the Board of Ed- 
ucation could have provided for 
all the children who were seeking 
admission to the schools. For work- 
ing six hours per day instead of 
three, the teachers are allowed an 
increase in salary of twenty-five per 
pent., which represents the whole 
extra cost of instructing eight or ten 
additional classes. Under the old 
plan, an eight-room building, worth 
$20,000, would have been necessary, 
with a monthly pay roll of about 
$700 per month. The value of 
our 
primary 
school 
buildings 


is made just twice as large as 
formerly, and in the future it will 
be necessary to erect only half as 
many buildings us would be -wanted 
upon the old basis. It was certainly 
a great naste to have a twenty thou- 
sand dollar building used only three 
hours a day, and in demonstrating 
the practicability of his plan, Su- 
perintendent Campbell caused an 
immense aaving of money, not only 
to the City of Oakland, but to manj 
other cities which are following 
Oakland's example.

ment were $3,726 58 greater this 
year and the Police Department cost 
81,577 72 more than for the first] 
quarter of 1873, No bills were paid 
to the City Engineer during the 
corresponding months of 1875, with 
a trifling exception, and about a 
thousand dollars extra is now to be 
allowed in that account, so that

PURE GKUMAN DOWN FOR BALE 


A Plea»aiit Anecdote of Charles 


O'Conor. 


In May, 1855, Edward Murdeu, 


after eighteen years of arduous la- 
bor, perfected his indention—the 
machine which is now u»ed for man- 
ufacturing seines or fi«li-netH with 
wonderful rapidity. The great dif- 
ficulty for Mr. Murdon to overcome 
wastoha\ethe knots tied so that 
they would not slip. The invention 
of this machine was hia life-work, 
and when he saw it capable of turn- 
ing out miles of strong, substantial 
netting in a single day he wau pen- 
niless. The expense of making it 
jad been so great, and the cost of 
supporting a large familj during all 
'iose years of untiring eft'ork so 
leavy/that he had been compelled 
;o obtain a loan from a Mr. Have- 
meyer—a eou'uu of the late Mayor— 
;o 'keep the wolf from the door. 
When the machine was completed, 
Mr. Havemeyer claimed it, and Mr. 
Murden wa-i threatened with the loss 
of his ^vhole life-work. 
In this 


emergency he went to 
Charles 


O'Conor to seek advice, asking him 
to take legal proceedings. "What 
is your fee?" asked Mr. Murden. 
"One thousand dollars," replied the 
lawyer. Then the inventor said he 
hadn't ten dollars in the world, and 
told Mr. O'Conor the story of his 
eighteen years' devotion and labor. 
After he had finished, Mr. O'Conor 
said his charge was §1,000, and no 
less. He would take that or noth- 
ing, 
but as Mr. Murden was poor 


and deaening he would do his work 
for nothing. And he did it, devot- 
ing many hours to the study of the 
case, the hunting up of authorities, 
and the writing out of nn elaborate 
opinion advising what course to pur- 
sue. He then gave the inventor a 
letter to a young lawyer in New- 
burg, New York, asking him to con- 
duct the case in Court, saying that 
he would be responsible for pay- 
ment. The result of the legal pro- 
ceedings was that Mr. Murden se- 
cured his rights and realized $20,000 
by the sale of his title to the inven- 
tion over and above all claims. Then 
lie went again to see Mr. O'Connor 
to pay his indebtedness. 
"How 


much money ha*e you realized?" 
asked the lawyer. Mr. Murden told 
him. 
"It is not one-tenth enough," 


was the reply, "and as I cannot take 
less than 81,000 for my fee, and that 
is more than you can afford to pay 
out of what you have got, I must be 
content to take nothing.'1 Air. Mur- 
den urged him to take the fee; one- 
half of it; §200; something; but 
Mr. O'Connor was inflexible, even 
brusque, in his large-heartedness. 
He would take not a cent; and, bid- 
the inventor gpod-by, left him has- 
tily. I was with Mr. Mnrden when 
he returned from Mr. O'Connor's 
office, and I heard him tall with tears 
in his eyes, of the lawyer's kindness.
